She lurched up 
and her tail struck the ground a couple of times. A navy officer 
frantically shouted for volunteers. About I 00 newspapermen 
grasped the ropes, with which the ship is steadied, and was 
brought under control by the time the soldiers had reached her. 
Dr. Eckener finally go! off the ship at about 8 a. in. and 
was rushed to the improvised press room. 
“ It was a wonderful trip. We had a wonderful voyage,” 
he said. “Our trip proved that lighter-than-air ships are practi­ 
cable for trans-Atlantic trips."
